What's in a date? 


There is no compelling reason why we observ e 
Jan. 1 as the beginning of a new y ear. 
The ancients, in their closeness to and depend­ 
ence u pon the cy cles of natu re, w ere actu ally m ore 
sensible abou t this calendar bu siness than we by 
m arking each new y ear with the com ing of spring 
and the retu rn of life to the land, or associating it 
with som e other im portant seasonal ev ent, su ch as 
the flooding of the Nile. 
It is only in relativ ely m odern tim es that we 
hav e arbitrarily selected Jan. 1 as New Y ear’s Day . 
The Ju lian calendar, which began its y ear on 
M arch 25, was, in fact, u sed by G reat Britain and iLs 
A m erican colonies u ntil the m iddle of the 18 th cen­ 
tu ry . 
We cou ld argu e that Jan. 1 is a logical choice 
becau se it comes shortly after the winter solstice, 
that point in the earth’s orbit when the day s slowly 
start growing longer in the Northern Hemisphere. 
Howev er, this is pu rely happenstance, and any ­ 
way , for those in the Sou thern Hemisphere it means 
ju st the opposite, that the nights are growing longer 
and that su mmer is ending—no particu lar cau se for 
celebration. 
Bu t New Y ear’s Day also falls hard u pon 
Christmas Day . Perhaps here is a clu e to the rea- 
soning behind ou r calendar, if reasons we need. 
With C hristm as com es the m em ories of C hrist­ 
m as past, th at w arm feeling of good will tow ard ou r 
fellows that alw ay s m anifests itself at this season 
and infects ev en the Scrooges am ong u s, as well as 
a so rt of su m m ing u p in o ur minds o f wha t we ha v e 
done, or failed to do, for ou rselv es and for others 
du ring the prev iou s y ear. 
Some of that sentiment, that good will, that re­ 
solv e to do better in the coming y ear carries ov er 
for at least a week. All the bills, of cou rse, carry 
ov er. 
Perhaps then it is highly appropriate th at ou r 
New Y ear’s Day , which in all cu ltu res has been a 
tim e to straighten ou t old debts and m ake plans and 
resolu tions for the fu tu re, shou ld fall du ring the one 
period in the y ear when we are m ost receptiv e to 
thou ghts of a new beginning. 
Let the a stro no m ers keep tra ck o f so lstices a nd 
equ inox es and solar rev olu tions. New Year’s Day , 
like Christmas, is something that happens in the 
heart. And in ev ery heart this day is the same wish: 
May it be a Happy New Year.

“We’d be try ing this case all 
ov er again,” said U.S. District 
Ju dge John J, Sirica as he 
tu rned down the requ est. 
Defendants John N Mitchell, 
H R Haldeman, John D Eh- 
rlichman, Robert C Mardian 
and Kenneth W Parkinson re­ 
mained in the cou rthou se while 
the ju ry was weighing their 
fate. 
Prov iding the ju ry with tran­

No v . 15 was the mo st lo n g -term im­ 
p o rtan t ev en t o ccu rrin g in this co m 
mu n itv du rin g the p assin g y ear. 
It seemed almo st an ticlimatic 
when it fin ally was o p en ed fo r traffic 
sin ce it was ab o u t two y ears an d o n e 
mo n th late in b ein g p u t in u se ac­ 
co rdin g to the o rig in al timetab le. 
So g riev o u s was the waitin g p eri­ 
o d o n e co u ld easily fin d tho se who 
v o lu n teered the o p in io n the to llway 
wo u ld n ev er b e fin ished. 
Part o f the delay was the o v er­ 
wet y ear o f 1972 which kep t co n ­ 
stru ctio n crews o ff the p ro ject fo r 
mu ch o f the sp rin g , su mmer an d fall 
mo n ths.

The recen t rep o rt b y the En v i­ 
ro n men tal Pro tectio n Ag en cy that it 
fo u n d p o ten tial can cer-cau sin g su b ­ 
stan ces in chlo rin ated drin kin g wa­ 
ter has g iv en a b o o st to at least o n e 
in du stry —the b o ttled water p ro du c­ 
ers—esp ecially in the Mississip p i, 
Misso u ri an d Ohio Riv er areas 
where the EPA co n du cted p relimi­ 
n ary tests. 


Bu t there are v ast differen ces in 
b o ttled water, an d it is mo re imp o r­ 
tan t than ev er to kn o w ho w to tell the 
differen ces. So me thin g s co n su mers 
can do to p ro tect themselv es as well 
as their p o cketb o o ks are su g g ested 
b y Jo hn Sco tt, p residen t o f Mo u n tain 
Valley Water an d p ast chairman o f 
the b o ard o f the American Bo ttled 
Water Assn . 


— Read the lab el o n the b o ttle 
v ery clo sely . If the so u rce o f the wa­ 
ter is n o t clearly stated, check with 
y o u r state o r lo cal health dep art­ 
men t 
Do n ’t b e misled b y the term 
“ sp rin g ” So me w ater lab eled 
“sp rin g ” is actu ally reco n stitu ted 
tap water. There’s n o thin g n eces­ 


sarily wro n g with this; ju st kn o w 
what y o u are b u y in g . 
Other descrip tiv e terms fo r b o t­ 
tled tap water are “facsimile,” “a r­ 
tificia l,” “ fo rm u lated,” “ sp rin g - 
fresh,” “sp rin g -p u re” an d “sp rin g ­ 
like.” 
—On ly water that b u b b les n atu ­ 
rally o u t o f the g ro u n d can b e called 
“n atu ral.” Min eral water is n atu ral 
water with su b stan tial co n cen tra­ 
tio n s o f disso lv ed min erals, which 
are u su ally asso ciated with health. 
—Check the co n tain er. Is it g lass 
o r sy n thetic? On ly g lass is chemi­ 
cally in ert. Is the cap adeq u ately 
sealed9 
There are a n u mb er o f o ther 
way s o f ju dg in g the p ro b ab le q u ality 
o f b o ttled water. 
If the firm has b een in b u sin ess 
fo r a lo n g time an d is n o t ju st a “p o l­ 
lu tio n b ab y ,” if it alway s draws its 
water fro m the same so u rce so that 
it tastes the same wherev er y o u b u y 
it in the co u n try , o r if the water 
co mes fro m a well kn o wn health re­ 
so rt o r sp a in America o r Eu ro p e, 
y o u can p ro b ab ly b e su re o f its q u ali­ 
ty

Metzen ­ 
b au m himself had b een ap p o in ted b y 
Gillig an earlier this y ear to fin ish 
the term o f Sen . William B. Sax b e, 
who resig n ed to b eco me atto rn ey 
g en eral, an d man y Demo crats had 
b eg u n u rg in g Metzen b au m’s resig ­ 
n atio n in fav o r o f Glen n almo st the 
day after the latter’s o v erwhelmin g 
electio n v icto ry in No v emb er. 


In deed, so me o f them imme­ 
diately b eg an talkin g ab o u t Glen n as 
v ice p residen tial an d ev en p residen ­ 
tial timb er in 19 76 . 


Yet there is so methin g slig htly 
ex traleg al ab o u t the tactic.

Co n g ress ahead o f the p ack. 


Perhap s it wo n ’t. If an y thin g is 
difficu lt to p ry lo o se fro m Washin g ­

Polly’s Prob lem 
DEAR POLLY - Please tell 
me how to remove crayon 
marks from a chalk b oard. I 
also would like to know- how to 
wash and dry an electric 
b lanket. - P.J.D. 
DEAR P.J.D. — Only wash 
one electric b lanket at a time. 
Wrap the plug with several 
thicknesses of cloth and tie it 
securely so it does not scratch 
the washer. 1 am surprised that 
you do not have a tag that came 
with your b lanket giving the 
manufacturer's directions for 
washing and, more especially, 
for drying. 
One manufacturer of washers 
suggests the following general 
directions when none are avail­ 
ab le for a particular b rand: 
Pretreat very soiled spots with 
a detergent. Always use a full 
tub of water and a liq uid 
detergent suitab le for wool. 
Immerse b lanket completely. 
Agitate it one minute in cool wa­ 
ter on gentle speed. Soak five or 
ten minutes. Allow washer to 
complete cycle. If put in the 
dryer tum b le ONLY until 
b inding 
is 
dry 
and 
then 
remove., shape to original size 
and finish drying over two lines 
placed rather close together. 
When dry b rushing will b ring 
up the nap. The entire drying 
process also could b e done over 
two lines and then the b inding 
touched up with an iron. The 
following letter may b e the 
answer to your other q uestion.8

Here is an economy tip for 
these times of inflation: Many 
families seeking to cut food 
costs may have overlooked the 
fact that vitamin pills and 
supplements also cost more 
money. The q uestion is, are you 
sure you need these ex pensive 
items for your health? 
Many don’t consider this at 
all. For ex ample, a relative of 
mine dashed into Macy’s in 
New York and flopped a $20 b ill 
onto the counter. He demanded 
$20 worth of vitamins. The clerk 
asked what kind. He merely 
shook his head. “Any kind. I 
don’t want my kids to get any 
colds this winter,” he replied. 
His intentions were good b ut 
he showed total ignorance of 
vitamins. Did he consider what 
kind of food his family was 
eating? That knowledge would 
tell whether or not his children 
need any of the many synthetic 
vitamins. He did not know that 
the b ulky b ut unvaried food 
they ate would not guarantee 
them the natural vitamins they 
needed. 
People who eat milk, cheese, 
eggs, m eat, fish, poultry, 
vegetab les, fruits and cereal 
regularly eat what is called a 
b alanced diet — the b est 
guarantee of getting all the 
b ody’s needed nutrients. 
There is a new b ook just 
pub lished which actually dis­ 
cussed vitamins and supple­ 
ments with intelligence and 
understanding. W ritten b y 
Erwin Di Cyan, Ph.D., an ex ­ 
perienced drug consultant, the 
b ook is well-praised b y com­ 
petent nutrition judges for its 
common sense appeal. Dr. Di 
Cyan’s attitude on the need for 
supplemental vitamins in many 
cases differs to a degree from 
that of other specialists in this 
field. 
He defines a vitamin as a 
memb er of a group of chemi­ 
cals or certain organic sub s 
tances which is found in minute 
amounts in various foodstuffs. 
He said it is indispensib le to 
normal metab olism and when 
ab sent 
causes 
certain 
deficiency diseases which can 
b e life-threatening. Minute 
am ounts of vitam ins often 
reverse the deficiency symp­ 
toms. 
He describ es micro nutrients 
or trace metals as minute 
amounts or traces from plants, 
rocks, the earth’s crust or in 
animals. 
“ Vitamins 
in 
Your 
Life” 
($7.95 — Simon & Schuster) 
asks if we can get enough 


vitam ins 
from 
the 
‘‘good 
American diet” ? The answer is 
yes and no. There are several 
reasons, Dr. Di Cyan b elieves, 
why we sometimes do not get 
enough vitam ins from our 
much vaunted American diet. 
He lists them: People often 
dislike foods that are good for 
them. Certain ethnic groups 
will not eat some American 
staples. Commercial process­ 
ing and storage may reduce 
vitamin content. People with 
small incomes often cannot 
afford to b uy recommended 
nutritious foods. Older people 
have set ideas of what they like 
and some are even super - 
sitious. Regional preferences 
are often strong. These reasons 
and many more speak for the 
wisdom 
of adeq uate 
sup­ 
plementation of vitamins and 
minerals in the diet. 
Knowledge of reasons why 
the American diet, ex cellent as 
it is, does not supply all the 
req uired vitamins and trace 
elements may encourage some 
of us to force ourselves away 
from 
the 
prejudices 
and 
dislikes we indulge in. At least, 
under the whip of inflation, we 
might make a try.

Sandwich can be 
a hearty meal

Historians say 
that 
tasty 
snack served b etween slices of 
b read derived its name from 
England’s Fourth Earl of Sand­ 
wich, who lived it up b ack in the 
18th century. His lordship, who 
loved to gamb le day and night, 
hit upon this method of eating 
so that he could stay at the 
gaming tab les without taking 
time out to repair to the dining 
room. 
This may b e the origin of the 
name, b ut sandwiches —espe­ 
cially the open-face version — 
can b e traced b ack to medieval 
Scandinavia where meals were 
served upon thick slices of 
b read long b efore Lord Sand­ 
wich was b orn. 
Slowly the sandwich caught 
on in Europe. The French, ac­ 
customed to two-hour gourmet 
luncheons, at first considered 
the idea of munching a piece of 
meat b etween two slab s of 
b read a little b arb aric. But the 
Germans went for the idea. 
Soon German restaurants were 
featuring a tidb it known as Be- 
legte Broeehten or “covered 
little b read.” It consisted of a 
slice of b lack or b rown b read 
laden with cheese or sausage 
and washed down with b eer. 
The Americans took up the 
sandwich with a vim, making 
all sorts of creations, from thin 
slices of b read and watercres 
or cucumb er served with tea to 
huge heroes which consist of a 
whole loaf of French b read cut 
lengthwise and crammed with 
sausage, onions, pickles and a 
few other items. New Orleans 
has its own version of the hero 
and calls it the Poor Boy. It 
consists of a length of French 
b read stuffed with roast b eef, 
ham and cheese and garnished 
with relish. And of course there 
are the b eefb urgers, fowlb ur- 
gers and fishb urgers that are 
served up at stands along every 
American highway. One awe­ 
some version of the sandwich 
invented b y the late author- 
sportsman Ernest Hemingway 
consisted of b ear steaks b e­ 
tween 
two 
flapjacks 
and 
smeared with orange m arm a­ 
lade. 
The b est sandwiches, in my 
opinion, are made b y the origi­ 
nators, the Scandinavians, who 
top a single slice of b read with a 
dazzling variety of fish, meat 
and vegetab les. Eaten with a 
knife and fork, these sand­ 
wiches are consumed for lunch, 
supper 
or 
b etween-m eal 
snacks. Here is a hearty 
ex ample. 
8 slices b uttered pumpernickel 
1 head of iceb erg lettuce 
6 ounces sliced ham 
4 sfices caraway cheese 
4 cherry tomatoes, halved 
Watercress 
4 ounces sardines, skinless and 
b oneless 


2-hard-b oiled eggs, sliced 
1 pound sliced pickled b eets. 
drained 
Place 1 slice b read on each of 
4 serving plates. Halve remain­ 
ing 4 slices diagonally. Arrange 
2 triangles around each of the 
whole slices on the 4 plates and 
top off with several leaves of 
lettuce. Layer ham and cheese 
slices, cherry tomatoes and wa­ 
tercress atop whole slices of 
b read. Place sardines on one of 
triangles on each plate and egg 
slices on the other. Spoon b eets 
into lettuce cups at one side of 
sandwiches. If desired, serve 
with slice of dill pickle. Good 
with chilled ale.

Any obstruction in the outer 
ear can cause ringing sounds in 
the ear.

Kinging and noises can also 
be caused by some medicines 
When the medicine is stopped, 
the ringing stops. 
Circulation changes in the 
brain and around the hearing 
mechanism can cause ringing 
or buzzing noises. Some people 
are more aware of normal cir 
culation sounds than others. 
Damage to the ear, for exam 
pie from a very loud noise such 
as gunfire, can cause this con­ 
dition.

With the meatballs provide 
dishes of Chinese mustard and 
catsup.

Zoning-related problems dominated the year of 1973 
for the Lee County Board hut the final resolution of the 
three significant actions carried over into 1974, 
♦ u i i! * »ree T aj°f decisions were giving approval for 
the I^ake Arrowhead project, amending the zoning code to 
insert the A(«2category, and refusal to rezone the nursing 
home property near Eldena so it could be sold. 
One of these, Lake Arrowhead is still pending because 
of a law suit which had not been decided at the end of 1974 
The other two were amended by board action. 
The AG2 category was changed by the board on May 
15 so it will concur with an attorney general’s opinion. 
On Feb. 14 the board reversed itself and approved re­ 
zoning the nursing home property near Eldena and it was 
sold for $155,(HH) on a three-year contract. 
The property was offered for sale at auction this fall 
but withdrew when no bid was made which was as high as 
the minimum set by the owners. 
There was no overriding issue which commanded the 
board’s attention during the year just passing into history. 
The board considered a proposal by the city of Dixon 
to build the new city hall underground in front on the 
Courthouse from April 9 until on a 22 to 3 vote on June 10 
the idea was dropped. 
At the December meeting, Mayor Warren Walder 
again addressed a request to the board which was to get 
$90.000 for aiding the city in rebuilding the Peoria Avenue 
Bridge. 
The estimated cost of the project is $600,000 with the 
federal government paying 70 per cent of the cost and the 
remaining cost to be contributed from local sources. 
The mayor suggested the county pay half the amount 


and the city provide the remaining funds. 
No reply has been made at year’s end. but sentiment 
among txiard members indicates the city will not get the 
$90,000 but some negotiated sum may be approved by the 
board. 
The year saw two mini controversies develop sur­ 
rounding county government activity. 
Franklin Grove officials complained to the board in 
November Sheriff Kay Nehring had told them the village 
will be charged $100 per month for using the county’s ra­ 
diocommunication system. 
After a meeting between the Executive Committee 
and the sheriff and with some Franklin Grove village 
board members, a recommendation was made which 
passed the board on Dec. 10 that the village be given free 
radio service. 
Nehring had objected to the idea contending Amboy 
and Ashton are now paying for this service and they prob­ 
ably will want some reduction in the contracts if Franklin 
Grove is granted free access to the radio system. 
The other surrounding the Lee County Nursing Home 
was set off Aug. 14 after Joseph Klueppel, administrator, 
successfully persuaded the board to approve a $50,000 
package which provided for raises for employes, institut­ 
ing a merit raise policy, pay differentials for night work 
and paying for overtime worked rather than giving time 
off 
On Sept. 5, it came to light there had been a running 
argument with the architects of the new nursing home 
about the air-conditioning capacity. 
The Nursing and Health Committee of the hoard 
turned the matter over to the Public Building Commis­ 


sion, owner of the building and the PBC tossed it back tell­ 
ing the board to sue the architects if it wished to. 
The committee settled for $2,(XX) and contracted the 
Mount Plumbing and Heating Co. of Polo to install the air 
conditioning units for SlB.BiX). The units were placed in the 
kitchen and in the laundry. 
This action by the committee brought a complaint 
from Herbert Henning. District 3, that the committee had 
no legal right to enter into a contract without approval of 
the board. 
This was only the beginning of the committee’s prob­ 
lems 
A request from the group for $60,(XX) along with a 
shopping list for items ranging from wheelchairs to a 
tractor mower was rejected and the committee was criti­ 
cized lor coming to the board for the funds 
Ernest Norden. District 1, committee chairman, ar­ 
gued the committee had a right to come to ask for the 
funds because proceeds from the sale of the nursing prop 
erty which were earmarked to be used for the new nursing 
home costs have not been forthcoming. 
He reminded the board $150,(XX) was included in the 
construction package from the sale of the nursing home 
property and that only $125,(XX) has been given by the 
hoard and that an inaccurate estimate of $45,(XX) in inter­ 
est to be earned has shorted the contributions by the $60,- 
(XX). 
Norden arugued to no avail, the request was denied. 
Then came the Finance Committee which on Sept. 4 
started going over budget for 1975 and exploded over the 
one submitted for operating the nursing home. 
The nursing home expenses for 1974 were $336,261 and 


the receipts amounted to $298,637, causing a deficit of $37,- 
625. 
The budge for 1975, as submitted called for receipts of 
$534.567 and expenditures amounting to $727,118, project­ 
ing a deficit of $192,511. 
When the Finance Committee finished with paring the 
nursing home budget, it was approved predicting reve­ 
nues of $535.000 and expenses of $608.618, estimating a def­ 
icit of $73,618. 
Included in the axing was a raise for Klueppel from 
$17.500 to $19,000per year. 
On April 4, the board took action which affected most 
of the people in the county when it was agreed to purchase 
18 video voters for $114.800 which were to be used in the 
Nov. Selections. 
Almost every citizen knows the sorry experience the 
voters had with the voting machines on election day which 
resulted in an unknown loss of ballots. 
The board took quick action and al the Nov. 11 meet­ 
ing revoked Ihe nine-year contract for the purchase of the 
machines and (urned the matter over to State’s Atty. Pat­ 
rick Ward to settle with the Thornber Company which sold 
the machines. 
A special committee was appointed to decide what to 
do in the future but by the end of 1974 had not met, 
Four new members were elected to the board on Nov. 
5, who were David Gusse. District 1; Francis Ege, District 
2; Paul Hammersmith, District 3, and Philip Slagle. Dis­ 
trict 4. 
Irvin Koch, District 2, a member of the board since 
1956 and was chairman in 1967, Dec. 2 was elected board 
chairman to succeed A H. Fraza, District 4. 
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Dixon School Board 
Re fe re ndum ok 
highlights y e a r

Certainly the most outstanding event for 
the Dixon School Board during 1974 was the 
successful passage of an 85-cent tax hike, the 
first referendum approved by Dixon voters 
since 1957 and believed to be the largest single 
tax increase in the state. 
The referendum brings additional local 
revenues of $886,200 and additional state aid 
of $2.3 million annually, both of which will be­ 
gin filtering in to the schools in mid-1975. 
Perhaps the largest single spin-off of the 
referendum which met with much public op­ 
position was the stance taken by the Dixon 
Teachers Association in their pay demands. 
Following a lengthy year of negotiations 
between the School Board and the DTA which 
was marked first by the announcement of an 
impasse being reached and later to fact-find­ 
ing. the two sides agreed to a base salary of 
$9,100 annually, up from the 1973 74 base pay 
of $8,375 
The boost gave average pay hikes to 
teachers of $1.050 and put them in the envia­ 
ble position of being the highest paid teachers 
in the area. Community sentiment against the 
teacher demands ran high in light of pre-ref­ 
erendum pleas from the DTA that the monies 
were needed only to maintain the quality of 
education. 
Talk of the referendum began with the 
first meeting in January as school adminis­ 
trators wrestled with a deficit budget, which 
some financial advisers said would reach 
$700,000 by year’s end. 
There was talk of retrenching 70 teachers 
in order to bring the budget in line, hut in ear­ 
ly March, prior to the May 11 referendum, the 
board took a stance to live with a deficit budg­ 
et. 
Also in the days prior to the referendum. 
Board President Harold Rhodes chose not to 
seek another term and stepped down from his 
post James Dixon, the former secretary of 
the hoard, was elected to serve as president 
by the newly reorganized hoard which includ 
ed elected members Neil Petersen, an incum­ 
bent and Mrs Judith Willard 
The referendum passed by nearly 300 
votes and Dixon vowed that programs would 
not he cut “ and the needs of our students will 
he most important to us ” 
Soon after the referendum, conflict of in­ 
terest charges came forth against Mrs Wil­ 
lard from State s Atty. Patrick Ward The 
dispute centered around her position on the 
hoard in relation with her husband's teaching 
post at Dixon High School. 
Ward gave the Willards a mandate that 
one or the other resign, however. both ignored 
the request and chose to fight the opinion in 
the courts Legal counsel for the Willards is 
being given by the Illinois Education Associa 
turn The ease remains pending 
in a special meeting called June 10. the 
hoard chose to take a 
do nothing 
attitude 
concerning the alleged conflict. Dixon said 
Ward’s legal opinion was “ not binding.* 
Ttie referendum approving the new tax 
levy was in question with Mrs. Willard s vole 
and Ward said the txiard would leave iticlf 
open for a suit to declare the levy invalid, 
based on a successful court ruling on her con­ 
flict of interest. Slu* opted to voice a 
pass 
vote on the levy and all other issues which 
concern teacher finances 
A sih'oihI sun a|ain»t the board «¡««filed 
later an the yeur at the request of ihe lele- 
grapli, in attempts to open discussions on set­ 


ting of salaries for administrators. The suit 
was filed by Ward after the board discussed 
setting of salaries for the superintendent and 
his two assistants behind closed doors That 
suit is also in a pending stage on the Lee 
County court dockets. 
During the summer months, the board ap­ 
proved a record budget of $5.6 million, re­ 
flecting a $500,000 increase over the previous 
year. Nearly half of the increase was attribut­ 
ed to teacher salaries 


In June, the board voted to retain the DHS 
Baccalaureate service. DHS Principal Rich­ 
ard Boyer had petitioned the board to drop the 
traditional service “ due to a lack of interest.” 
A stepped-up attendance policy was ap­ 
proved to combat rising disciplinary prob­ 
lems at DHS. Altliough the policy appeared to 
be working at the end of the first semester, 
according to a report from high school offi­ 
cials, the new methods came under fire from 
the legal department of the Office of Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction. The thrust of 
the OSPI philosophy was that of coupling non­ 
truant absences with truant absences, there­ 
by punishing students for unavoidable legiti­ 
mate absences from school. 
In a meeting with the board. Boyer re­ 
viewed the policy and clarified that students 
are not punished for excused absences, re­ 
gardless of how many. Statistically, based on 
results of the first semester review , the new 
policy reduced considerably the number of 
absences. 


Beginning the present school term, Supt. 
of Schools Stanley Weber reported official en­ 
rollment figures dropped slightly over the 
previous year A drop of four students was 
noted for a total number of 4,372 students en­ 
rolled in all grade levels, compared with 4,376 
for the previous year. 
A ruling by the Illinois High School Associ­ 
ation, which banned discrimination of sexes 
for intramural and interscholastic sports, 
continues to plague the hoard 
The 1HSA ruled that girls could compete 
with hoys in non-contact sports, however, the 
hoard quickly learned that the ruling had a 
double meaning which now sees boys partici­ 
pating in girls’ sports. The end result of the 
mixing is placed hack upon the board's shoul­ 
ders for their financial hacking for coaches’ 
salaries and differentials 
Although Ixiard members have taken no 
firm action on the proposals, a complete 
study of the sports programs has been men* 
t ioned 
loite in the year the Dixon Boosters Club 
pledged to work with the school administra­ 
tion in renovating athletic facilities at DHS 
Prime targets of the group included a new 
lighting system, track field renovations and 
new bleachers. 
The year 1974 saw a total facelifting of the 
DHS auditorium, utilizing monies raised for 
the Auditorium Improvement Fund, The 
school tx»ard participated by purchasing a 
new lighting panel, to replace an antiquated 
(xmel considered a fire hazard, 
At the board’s last meeting for this year, 
no decision had been made whether to contin­ 
ue the baseball and swimming program be 
gun earlier in (he year with donations to the 
Gr<'* Farley Fund A decision on the continu 
B' -v ui both programs was expected in early 
January. An estimated $3.(XX) expenditure 
will lx* needed to continue the baseball pro 
gram,

At the start of 1974 the Dixon City Council had 
already decided to build a new City Hal), City Ga­ 
rage and fire station. As the year closes, the proj­ 
ects are steeped in controversy and only one is close 
to reality. 
Bids were opened just Monday on a City Garage 
to be built at a site just west of the Dixon Airport 
along 111. 38. 
Property has been acquired for a new City Hall, 
but whether the building will be straddling Henne­ 
pin Avenue between Second and Third Streets, as 
Architect John McLane Jr. proposes, or to one side 
or the other of Hennepin Avenue, remains to be de­ 
cided. 
The Hennepin Avenue site is a second choice. 
The City Council in June voted for an underground 
City Hall in front of the Lee County Courthouse, but 
that project had to be vetoed when the Lee County 
Board failed to agree to giving up part of the court­ 
house lawn for the project. 
When the Hennepin Avenue site was finally 
agreed upon, the council purchased the Scriven 
property (Metal Specialties Building). McLane pro­ 
poses closing Hennepin Avenue and building in the 
street. 
That plan was accepted by the Council in July, 
but by December one council member had broken 
ranks. Arthur Tofte on Dec. 2 said he was against 
building a new City Hall at all. He had voted for the 
City Garage too, but asked a re-evaluation of that 
project in favor of acquiring property near the pres­ 
ent City Garage and enlarging facilities there. 
Despite Tofte’s stance, the Council voted to go 
ahead with the City Garage project near the airport 
and bids were opened Monday afternoon. 
Lindquist Construction Co. of Dixon was the low 
bidder on the general work. John A. Loos and Son, 
Sterling, was the low bidder on the plumbing job 
Mount Plumbing and Heating of Polo was the low 
bidder on the heating and air conditioning and Mas- 
cal Electric of DeKalb bid low on the electrical 
work. 
The low bids in each case would put the total 
cost of structure at $298,802. McLane had estimated 
the cost at $240,000. Federal revenue sharing funds 
have been earmarked for the job. 
The city was able to get out from under one nag­ 
ging problem during 1974 with the lease of the land­ 
fill to Rock River Sanitation Inc. 
The landfill had been a drain on the city budget. 
In a discussion which bridged several meetings 
in March and April, the Countil decided to vote pay 
increases for the mayor and commissioners for the 
first time in 16 years. 
The increases will take effect after a new Coun-

cil is seated on May 1, 1975. 
Finance Commissioner Walter Lohse was the 
first to propose an increase, seeking a hike in the 
mayor’s salary from $3,600 to $6,000 and the salary 
for commissioners from $1,500 to $3,000. 
Mayor Warren Walder countered by saying he 
felt the figures should be higher, proposing $8,400 
for mayor and $3,600 for commissioners. 
Lohse, in an attempt to compromise, raised his 
proposal to $7,200 and $3,600, only to see it fail to get 
approval at the first meeting in April. Two weeks 
later U>hse raised the salary proposal for mayor to 
$7,800 and it was approved. 
A total of 13 persons will vie for the Dixon City 
Council in the upcoming city elections. A primary 
vote will be Feb. 25, followed by the general ballot­ 
ing on April 15. 
Filing closed Saturday afternoon at City Hall. 
City Clerk Mary Cook reported a total of four candi­ 
dates for mayor and nine seeking posts as commis­ 
sioners. The 13 candidates include all of the present 
city councilmen. 
Filing for mayor were: Incumbent Mayor Wal­ 
der, 503 Bradshaw; William L. Naylor, 413 S. Otta­ 
wa Ave.; Irene A. Hays, 815 Washington Ave., and 
Patrick N. Hess, 122 Crawford Ave. 
In the race for commissioners are: Lohse, 816 
N. Dixon Ave.; James G. Burke, 317 Steele Ave.; 
Tofte. 611 Assembly Place, and James R. Dishman, 
703 Sixth Ave., all incumbents, and J. Gary Cooper, 
1212 Robin Road; Wesley G McClanahan, 314 Steele 
Ave.; Thomas A. Densmore. 1315 Prescott. Richard 
E. Arnould. 513 Crawford Ave., and Henry K Os- 
back, 122 E. Everett St. 
Only one person who picked up petitions failed 
to file. Jon B. Detrick, 107 E. Fifth St., obtained pe­ 
titions for commissioner but never filed. 
The Council faced irate citizenry after severe 
flooding in May. Many who had suffered storm-wa- 
ter damage demanded action for some type of flood 


relief. 
The Council alloted funds and Willett, Hofmann 
Associates, engineering firm, made a drainage 
study of the southeastern part of the city. 
Principal proposals of that study called for the 
construction of a storm-water holding pond on the 
southeastern edge of the city and enlargement of 
some culverts, which the study revealed as being 
too small to carry runoff in heavy rains. Additional­ 
ly, ditches which carry storm water should be 
cleaned, the study recommended. 
At the close of the year, special city crews were * 
working in the ditches and the holding-pond pro­ 
posal was still being studied. 
There was another series of controversial meet­ 
ings over a plan to rezone and annex property along 
111. 38 just east of Immanuel Lutheran Church for an 
apartment project. 
Source of much of the controversy concerned 
the proposal for City Council approval of a resolu­ 
tion enabling some of the tenants of the apartments 
to get federal rent subsidies. 
The Council bowed to the demands of the pro­ 
testers and never approved the resolution. The 
property was rezoned and annexed, but the develop­ 
er did not follow through, so no project is in the 
works as yet. 
Another apartment complex, this one on the 
Van Hoose farm, north of the Brown Shingle Res­ 
taurant, failed to reach reality when Vavrus, Inc., 
the developer, backed out of the plan in December. 
The Council was in the process of trying to reach 
some sort of agreement with the developer to help 
with oversize sewers when the project folded. 
The repairing of the Peoria Avenue Bridge re­ 
mained a nagging city problem through much of the 
year. 
After the city agreed to a federal grant to help 
with the repairs, the government recommendations 
on the repairs pushed the estimates so high the 
Council feared it would have to drop plans for any 
elaborate renovation of the span. 
With the help of the State Department of Trans­ 
portation, the project at the close of the year looked 
much better. The state has promised to apply fed­ 
eral contingency funds up to 70 per cent of the cost 
of the project. 
Another firm took advantage of the tax benefits 
offered by the industrial revenue bond act. Late in 
1974 the city had agreed to issue $1 million in indus­ 
trial revenue bonds t^> help the Medusa Cement Co, 
install new antipollution devices in its Dixon plant. 
Another firm in the airport industrial park, 
Daubert Chemical Co., was annexed as the year 
drew to a close.

Completion of remodeling at 
T-2, one of two temporary 
classrooms, is scheduled for 
mid-Januray in time for the 
Spring semester. The facility 
will house an expanded welding 
and heating and air-condition­ 
ing lab as well as other environ­ 
mental resource courses. 
Expanding of facilities was 
requested by Dr. Ronald Wil­ 
liams, newly appointed dean of 
career education Williams was 
hired during June to replace 
Elmer Rice Cost of Ihe T 2 re­ 
modeling is $55,859, according 
to the low hid contractor Mi* 
ghell Construction Co. , Dixon 
To go along with the new lab, 
the board, during its December 
meeting, approved the hiring ot 
a full-time welding instructor to 
handle (he increased student 
load.
